The companies 
have in their direct employment more than 
100,000 officers and gervants, The value 
of the rolling stock exceeds £30 000,000, 
The consumption of coal and coke by rail- 
Way engines amounts to between 2,000 000 
and 3,000,000 tonra year; so that in every 
minute of time throughout the yéar above 
four tons of coal are consumed, and twenty 
tops of water are flushed into steam, The 
consumption of fuel is about equal to the 
coal exported from Great Britain to foreign 
countries. There are more than 000,000 
tons of iron laid down in rails alone, and 
the chairs would weigh nearly 1,000,000 
tons ; 80 that there are not short of 4,000,- 
000 tons of iron on the permanent railways 
of the United Kingdom, and of these about 
80,000 tons of rails hay eto be every year 
replaced.”

We haye never yet known any harm or 
serious inconvenience to attend this use of 
arnica ; though if the spints with which it 
is made are very strong, it may be diluted 
with a little water, 48 the spirits—not the

The Suez Canal,

De Lesseps, the Suez Canal engineer, bas 
just issued his report for 1871, The report 
1s not us satisfactory as was expected. It 
was generally predicted that the last year’s 
jncome of the canal would reach $2,000,000, 
the result of tonnage fees on 6,000,000 tons 
of shipping. ‘The report, however, shows 
that tondage to the amount of 772,409 only 
passed the canal, at @ toll of $2 per ton, 
making tho total receipts $1,542,818, The 
total expenses, meanwhile, amount to §8,- 
700,000, Anybody but a Frenchman would 
be crushed at once at such a result, but M. 
De Lesseps now proposes to make up the 
deficit by raising a new loan of $4,000,000, 
but just how itis to be done does not appear. 
Of the vessels which mado up the canal 
traffic seventy out of every one hundred 
were English, making a total tovnage of 
556,021, the tonnage of American vessels 
being only 4,170. There is little doubt 
that after another year or 80 more of M. De 
Lesseps’ experience in keeping a toll gate 
on the Suez Canal he will gladly “ sell-out” 
to the English Government, which Is look- 
ing on and patiently biding its time,

Decrease of Negroes in Ken- 
tucky. 


It appears, Troma recent report of the 
State Auditor, that the blacks of Kentucky, 
who, in 1860, numbered 286,107, are now 
reduced to 140,455, a loss of two-M(ths in 
nine yoars, At this rato, the negro element 
will disappegr from Kentucky within the 
next fifteen years, But this rate of loss 
be kept up. Unquestionably, 
throughout the South there bas been @ 
much greater mortality since the beginning 
of the war among the blacks than thero 
waa before the war. This locreased mor- 
tulity has resulted from emancipation, 
which, in casting the blacks, (who were 
slaves, cared for by their masters) upon 
thoir own resources, ignorant, dostitute and 
improvidgnt, cast them forth to idleness, 
hunger, exposure, ditoase and death, Une 
der their whito masters, these Southern 
4+lncks, from the vew-born pickaninoy to 
the poorest fleld hand, represented each ao 
much money, and it was the master’s 10 
terest to take care of bis capital, Some 
thing like order, however, 1 auporseding 
tho fatal whioh emancipation 
brought upon the poor blacks concerned, 
and thoy are learning to take care of them 
aclves, aod hence the mortality among 
them {se diminishing.

The prospectus of this new pauper, the 
first numberof which we haye already 
noticed, contains some good hits at journal- 
ism in Toronto, a few of which we propose 
extracting. It is declared that in 1's mane 
agement “it will steer clear of unthinking 
“partizanship;”and illustrates what it means 
by reference to events which transpired dur- 
ing the last session of the Ontano Parfla- 
ment as follows; ‘It has been abundantly 
shown that the government of the country 
“must be carried on by an association of 
“the men strongest, and therefore most 
“competent, forthe time, to manage its

The Raspberry. 


Splendid berry the raspberry, when the 
strawberry las gone. My patch has grown 
into such a deflant attitude, thit you could 
not get within several feet ofit. Its stalks 
were enormous in size, and cast out long, 
prickly arms in all directions; but the bushes 
were pretty mach all dead. ‘The variety is 
one that I can recommend. I think it {a 
called Brinkley’s Orange, It is exceedingly 
prolific, and has enormous stalks, The fruit 
is also said to be good, but that does not 
matter so much, asthe plant does not often 
bear in this region. The stalks seem to be 
biennial institutions, and as they get about 
their growth One year, and bear the next 
year, and then die,and the winters here 
nearly always kill them, unless you take 
them into-the house (which is inconvenient 
if you bave a family of amall children), it is 
very clifficult to induce the plant to flower 
and, fruit.

trade has its league or union, ostensibly 
establiebed for mutual protection and aid, 
but through tho of travelling 
mountebanka from the United States and 
Eagland, they baye been converted into 
combinations whose object is to revolution- 
iso tho wholo syatem ot labor, and make the 
employer and capitalist the servant and 
leagues

slave of these combinations. The 
are thoroughly organized, and 
with all the machinery essential to render 
them a power in the land, Every member 
on becoming attached to a union, sinks his 
individuality and becomes the tool of the 
clique who control it. ‘The most arbitrary 
power is yielded to this clique, whatever 
they will becomes law, and the poor dupe 
has to obey, thoughit be against his own 
convictions of right, While each trade has 
its distinctive organization, through the 
agency we have alluded to, all unions and 
loagues have effected a combination to 
carry out their purpose of lessening the 
hours of labor and obtaining an increase of 
wages. So effective is this combined or- 
ganization that the trades are a unit upon 
this point, and in the present movement 
all are evidently acting in concert, The 
first day of June has been fixed when the 
men in tho large manutactories of Hamilton, 
Toronto, and for all we know to the con 

trary, of every other manufacturing eatab- 
lishment in all the Towns and villages in 
the country, are to ‘ strike,” One great 
obstacle to the accomplishment of this 
object was the firm and decided opposition 
given the movement by the pressand with a 
view to silence this opposition and render 
the influence of the press less potent, it was 
decreed by the leading spirits that the 
Typographical Union should take the inita+ 
tive and make the demand a month ortwo 
before the general strike, It was believed 
that if the employees on the metropolitan 
papers could be induced to act together 
they would succeed in effectually ‘closing’ 
those papers, compelling them to succumb, 
when the victory on behalf of the ninc- 
hour movement throughout the Dominion 
would be more than half complete. If 
they could but enJist the great exponents 
of public opinion on their side, they would 
obtain an casy conquest over the employers, 
The partial result we have seen, but evident- 
ly the end is not yet, The press of Toronto, 
with one ignoble exception, bas fought the 
battle bravely. Crippled they have been, 
and subjected to serious losses by the

But to com» 
pol a builder or manufacturer to pay SL750 
day to a man not worth $1,00 is the vericat 
folly, and for a borly of men to fix a certain 
price which all men, good,bad and indiffer 
ent,sball be puid, is a perfect absurdity. We 
believe the master builders will resist the 
tyrannical attempt to control them, and 
wo hope those with whom the builders havo 
made contracts will, under the circumstan- 
ces extend to them the utmost leniency, 
and aid them in crashing out this attempt 
on the part of the trades unions to regulate 
and control the affaira of employers. A 
firm and united stand on the part ‘of all 
employers of labor now {8 needed to crush 
the movement. A temporisiog policy will 
end disastrously to all manufacturers, for 
if the unions succeed in obtaining ten hours’ 


pay .for nino hours’ Jabor, it will 
not be long before they will demand 
the eight hours’ movement, which has 


already commenced in New York, and 
which the leadera have boldly aflirm- 
ed is the ultimate object of the proposed 
strike.

the land. If they had succumbed 
every manufacturer in the land would 
sooner or later have had to succumb, and 
in this contest, therefore, they should have 
the hearty sympathy of every employer of 
Jaborin the country, Wo shall not stop now 
to discuss the question as to the sufficiency 
of wages offered by the master printers of 
Toronto, further than to say, that no coun: 
try office could afford to pay such wages as 
are there offered, without increasing the 
price of their papers and adding from 20 to 
80 percent upon the price of all their ad~ 
vertising and job work. But employers of 
labor may as well look this question square 
in the face, for it is clearly evident they 
will haye to meet it, and that before many 
days. Theend of the contest between the 
master printers and their employees is, as 
we have said, not yet, and we should not 
be surprised to eee it continued until June, 
snd tosee even those who have gone back 
to ,work join in the general strike, 
The printers out on strike are evidently 
not yet out of funds. Montreal, Ottawa, 
Hamilton and other places haye sent con- 


siderable sums to their assistance, and we 


see that New York sent last night $2,000 
to keep them in their present position, 
The strike of the printers in London, (Eng- 
land) for the same principle the Unions are 
contending for here, shows that this move- 
ment haa been made simultaneously in the 
great commercial centres, aud the success 
of the strikers there will no doubt en. 
courage the Toronto men to maintain their 
position, That they will fail is already a 
toregono conclusion, for though crippled 
to some extent the newspapers have shown 
their ability to successtully resist the» un- 
just demands of the nine-bours movement, 
and the longer the printera hold out, the 
more disastrous it will be for themselyes, 
But the failure or success of the Typo- 
graphical Union will not,in all probability, 
prevent the general strike which is fixed 
forthe firstof June next in the principal 
manafucturing Cities, and for an earlier 
date in other localities, 


The movement has already commenced 
in Belleville, and has assumed such a shape 
with some trades that the master mechanic 
cannot spbmitto tbe arbitrary demands of 
bis employees without acknowledging that 
he is tho vericat s!ave of those whom he em- 
ploys, A few days ago the carpenters and 
joiners of this town held a meeting, and 
without saying a word to their employers, 
or consulting with them as to the advisa- 
bility of increasing their wages, adopted a 
resolution, and directed that a copy be 
seryed upon the master builders, 
and resolution are as follows ;

The question of this increase of wages 
with the builders is a very serious one 
Nearly all of them have taken important 
contracts based ypon the preagnt rate of 
Wages, and there is only one of two courses 
opeo for them to pursue, If they concede 
this demand they mustlose on their cou: 
tracts, and if they refuse to yield they wil’ 
not be able to perform thelr contracts with- 
in the time specified. We seo only one fair 
course open to these builders,and that is to 
obtain from those with whom they contract. 
ed additional time complete their 
contracts, In view of the arbitrary course 


to

forms of religion, in order to make as attrac- 
tive a faith. as possible for the believers in 
Urim and Thummim. Their system of 
Church Government, however, was a despot- 
ism, binding the believers to their Church, 
without any chance of escape. The Pacific 
Railroad and the influx of miners had had a 
wonderful effect in freelng men from the 
thraldom of the Prophet ; and the speedy 
downfall of the Mormon faith, fen Brigham 
Young should have passed away, was confi- 
dently predicted, 

The thanks of the meeting—proposed by

he should feel pride in having the grounds 
putin order, No othor place in Ontario— 
and he know thom all—had tholr grounds in 
such a condition, Tho steps up to the Court 
House wore such that actions for broken 


Himbs might result from those who make use 
of thom.” It would be well for each Coun 
clllor to koop this before hiro,until the ropaira 
aro mado, and the grounds ornamontod, 


might choose to do, 

The last blow of all was yet to follow, 
Ithad’ long been his cherished plan to get 
himself declared infallible —that 1s, equal 
to God himself in wiédom. 


For this purpose he had summoned his 
grand Council of all his bishops and arch- 
bishops and other dignitaries to meet at 
Rome on the 8th December, 1869, So they 
came frony all parts of the world, to the 
number of about 700 or more, They as~ 
sembled at the great churoh of St. Petey’s 
at Rome. After they had wasted nearly 
eight months in dreary debates and angry 
strife, thé Pope managed to wear out the 
patience of many who opposed his wishes 
and togeta large majority on his side. 
Accordingly, on July 13th, 1880, the grand 
“cumenical Council” voted that the Pope 
fs infallible, and cannot err in any ma ters 
of doctrine or government. 

But was not the “judgmenty sitting,’’ as 
Daniel had foretold, in another and very dif- 
ferent place, , 


On the yery same day, Louis Napoleon 
declared war against Prussia; and very 
soon afverwards drew his eoldiera tron Rome, 
This was the signal for the Pope's downfall 
and the cause of it. 


The Council had declared the Popa in- 
fallible—a God upon earth ; but God’s 
judgmont in heaven had sent forth the 
decree to “consume” the Pope’s dominion 


and “destroy it ta the end,” 


Fiye days afterwards, on July 18th, the 
Pope held andther sitting of hig Council, 
This was to be the grand day of all, and in 
order tomake him look like something 
more than aman, preparations had been 
made fora kind of theatrical display. It 
was intended thatthe moment he was to 
read the dogma, or decree of his own infal- 
hibility; a crown of light, should be seen to 
encircle his bead, such as is painted in pic- 
tures round the head of pretended saints, 
Thia was to have been effected by means of 
a conning optical contrivance which should 
concentrate round the Pope's head the rays 
at qJuly sun. The appointed day arrived, 
But the morning was dark and lowering, 
and promised badly for the Pope's crown of 
light. In fall Council he proceeded to take 
the yotes a second time. Hach bishop was 
called by name to give hia vote—'Placet” 
for “Aye;” “Non Placet” tor “No,” 
Meanwhile, the heaven was gathering 
blackness, A thunderstorm—one of the 
most terrible that had been known within 
tha memory of man—burst forth with ap- 
palling yiolence, Each bishop gave forth 
his yote, one after anothor, the Placeta” of 
the Pope's Council were by 
the crashing peals of Heayen’s thunder, 
At length the votes were completed, and 
the momeot came when tho Pope was to 
read the decree pronouncing himself infal- 
liable—a God upon earth, - No halo of glory 
however, shone around his head ; the Jurid

glare of tho lightning’s flash alone lighted 
up for a moment the deep gloom hung over 
tho assembly. So thick wus the darkness, 
that the Pope could not sue to the 
writing he held In his hand, but was forced 
to have acandle, Thus, amidst one of the 
most terrific thunderstorms ever remember- 
ed at Rome, the Pope read, by the light of a 
large wax taper, the decree of his owa in- 
fallibility—upon which the light of heaven 
was not allowed to shine.

HE benefit of Ventilation in head cover- 
ings seems now to be generally recog- 
nised, and the various manufacturers are 
bent on discovering the best means of secur- 
Ing it. . Amongst these, Mr. BLarr puta forth 
his claims in the invention which is the sub- 
ject of the present patent ; and he arrives at 
the dasired result by conaixupting the bodies 
of hate in such @ Manner as to form a thin 
space between the interior surface and the 
eutside of the hat, at the part where the hat 
fita upon the head,such space communice ting 
by perforations with the Interjor of the hat 
above, of yound the upper part of the head, 
The cylindrical portion of tho hat body is 
com posed of plies or layers of woven material, 
stiffaned by means of shellac, or other suit- 
able preparation. There plies are formed 
into a alngle thickness from the crown ot the 
hat to a point rather more than half way 
down the ide of the hint, The lower part Ia 
formed into two thicknesses in any conveni- 
ent manner, 98, for examplo, by ineerting 
additional plies of material betweenthe inner 
and outermost plies of the body, The inner 
thickness thus formed is slightly contracted 
in circumference so as to leave a thin aonular 
space between itself and the outer part. The 
brim of the hat4s attached to the bottom of 
the outer thickness of the cylindrical portion 
of the hat body, whilst the usual leather 
lining is attached by its outer bottom edge to 
the inner thickness, By thease means an an= 
nular passage or alr space ia formed between 
the lining and the ontgide of the hat; and 
the inner thickness belong perforated above 
the level of the head, whilst the crown of the 
bat Js perforated, a free passage Is left for the 
Air, #o that the interior of the hat ia kept 
constantly well ventilated. The oasential 
feature of the lavention is the formation of. 
thin or narrow alr apace round tho portion of 
the hat body which fits the head of the 
wearer, this spaco communicating with the 
interlor of the hat fof the purpose of venti- 
lating it.

DESPATCHES TO 4+ P. M. 
Terrible Earthquake in Syria. 


Half of Antioch Destroyed. 
Fifteen Hundred Lives Lost. 


The Alabama Claims, 


Reported Prospect for a Settlement. 


Lonpon, April 8—A telegram’ from Con- 
stantinople brings intelligence that the 
city ot Aatiock, in Syria, has been visited 
by an earthquake, causing horrible loss of 
life. Tho despatch states that one-half of 
the city was totally destroyed, and fifteen 
hundred persons lost their lives, Great 
distress prevails in that portion ofthe city 
not demolished, and the remaining 
inhabitants are sadly in need of assistance. 


The Post says a rumor proyiled last night 
that an important telegram had been re- 
ceived at the Foreign Office from the 
United States. This despatch, it was re- 
ported, indicated that there was a prospect 
that the differencea between Nogland 
and America, growing out of the claims for 
consequential damages, would be settled 
in s measure satisfactory to both nations, 


WHOLESALE STEALING.—A nice young 
gentleman, a draper’s assistant in Brighton, 
England, was lately arrested for stealing 
goods from his employers ina magnificently 
wholesale way, In nine months he carried 
off from the shop $20 pairs of kid gloves, 819 
cambric handkerchiefs, 292 silk do., 800 nas- 
sorted do,, 24 bottles of perfumery, 182 silk 
ties, &c., &c.—in all, 1,582 articles. Curious« 
ly enough, this light-fingered paragon kept 
a diary, in which he entered regularly the 
goods stolen and the money obtained for 
them. Before the magistrate the thief made 
na remarkable speech. He averrod that he 
had stolen because he had heen treated with 
injustice by his employers; and notably on 
one occasion ‘‘ because he was five minutes 
late, he was debarred from having a cup of 
tea.’ ‘Youhaveto steer,’ he added, ‘ben 
tween Scylia and Charybdis in business.” 
Notwithstanding this beautifol and fresh 
classical allusion, the stony-hegrted Recorder 
sentenced him to five years penal servitude, 

whereupon he cast up his eyes, exclaiming : 
‘Five yoars?—I\t's timo for meditation,but — 
itdamns me,’ Some of this donkey's ill-got

If this drink had notthat effoct 
we should soon cease to enjoy it. The 
action of coffee ia chiefly directed to the 
nervous system, It produces a warm, cor- 
dial impression on the stomach, quickly 
followed by a diffused, agreeable nervous « 
excitement, which, extends itselfto the 
cerebral functions, giving rise to increased 
vigor of imagination and intellect, without” 
any subsequent confusion or stupor, such as 
characterize the action of narcotic medicines, 
On tke contrary, it produces wakefulness 
and resists the effects of opium. It also 
moderately excites the circulatory system, 
and stimulates digestion, A cup of coflee, 
taken after ahearty meal, will often relieve

The Spring Freshet. 
THE RIVER THIS MORNING. 


Since yesterday there has been a con- 
siderable change in the situation. Lust 
night the “ jam’ which was noted in last 
night's issue as existing above the gailroad 
bridge hag been moved down, and is now 
held between Bleecker’s and Lazier’s dams, 
where a mass Of saw-logs and firm ice 
stopped its onward progress, This jam 
presents a grand yet ominous sight, being 
composed principally of huge cakes of ice 
—much of it fully three feet thick—saw- 
logs, timber and cedar bolts, ties and floats, 
It fills the river from bank to bank for up- 


wards of halfa mile, and seems to threhten 
to everything io its course

of rendering none the less lively. So far, 
there is no damage to report. It is be- 
lieved that Lazier’s dam sustained some 
injury by the “shove” which took place 
last night, though it is as yet impossible to 
Speak with certainty, 

Some manufacturers, apprehensive of 
damage’ to their factories, have wisely re- 
moved their machinery until the ice passes 
down to the bay. 


THIS AFTERNOON 


& material and bBatisfactory change took 
place in the position of affairs, The jam 
between Cvuleman’s dam’ and the lower 
bridge, which had been largely augmented 
by ice from up stream, became too heavy to 
be longer resisted by the rotting ice which 
sustained its immense weight, and at about 
8 o'clock the accumulation was borne 
downwards towards the bay by the rush- 
ing waters. Thanks to the precaution 
taken in clearing a channel, howeyer, the 
bridge escaped injury, though the wooden 
breakwater received some tremendous 
shocks from the huge cakes of ice and logs, 
which were carried along at great speed, 
dozens of them united by the ice which bad 
formed between them during the winter. 
It wasa grand sight, and was witnessed by 
hundreds of people. Tho general belief is 
that the worat is happily overyso far as the 
lower bridge is concerned, 

The upper bridge is also considered 


secure now, as the channel has been cleared 
as faras Brown's foundry. A blast which 
was fired about 4 o’clock caused the jam 
below Bleecker’s dam to move forward o 
few feet, but it with again jammed, and 
still remains fixed.”

HE benefit of Ventilation in head cover— 
ings seems now to be generally recog- 
nised, and the various manufacturers are 
bent on discovering the best means of secur- 
ing it. Amongst these, Mr, Buatr pute forth 
his claims in the invention which is the sub- 
ject of the present patent ; and he arrives at 
the desired result by eonatenoHig the bodies 
of hata in sich a manner as to form a thin 
space between the interior surface and the 
outside of the hat, at the part where the hat 
fits upon'the head,such space communice ting 
by perforations with the Interior of the hat 
above, or round the upper part of the head. 
The cylindrical portion of the hat body is 
composed of plies or layers of woven material, 
stiffened by means of shellac, or other suit~ 
able preparation. These plies are formed 
into a single thickness from the crown of the 
hat to a point rather more than half way 
down the side of the hat.” The lower part is 
formed into two thicknesses in any conveni- 
ent manner, as, for example, by inserting 
additional plies of material between the inner 
and outermost plies of the body, The inner 
thickness thus formed is slightly contracted 
in ciroumference,so as to leave athin annular 
spaco between itself and the outer part. The 
brim of the hat ie attached to the bottom of 
the outer thickness of the cylindrical portion 
of the hat body, whilst the usual leather 
lining {# attached by its outer bottom edge 'to 
the inner thickness, By these means an an- 
nular passage or air space is formed between 
the lining and the outside of the hat; and 
the inner thickness being . perforated above 
the level ofthe head, whilst the crown of the 
hat is perforated, a free passage is left for the 
alr, 60 that the Interior of the hat 1a kept 
constantly well ventilated. The easential 
feature of the invention is the formation of a 
thin or narrow alr apace round the portion of 
the hat body which, fita the head of the 
woarer, this apace communicating with the 
interior of the hat for the purpose of venti- 
lating it. 1 
We aro well able to give an opinion upon 
this effective contrivance, for we have prac« 
tically tried it, In about a couple of days 
the inner lining takes the exact shape of the 
head—there being no undne bearing upon 
any one part—whilat the coolness of the on- 
veloping part is very rofreuhing after the 
obduracy of the common hat.—Praotical

Wives. 


House- 


To Ger Rip or Rats.—Goats kept about 
barns und granaries will effectually drive 
every rat from the premises. The smell of 
the goat is very obnoxious to the rata. 
Hanp Soap.—Five pails soft soap, two 
pounds salt and one pound resin, Simmer 
together, and when thoroughly fused, turn 
out in sballow pans so as to be easily cut. 


Porx Caxx.—One pound of pork chop- 
ped fine ; one pint of boiling water, poured 
on the pork; one cup of molasses; two cups 
of sugar ; one teaspoonful saleratus; one 
half pound raisins;one half-pound curranta; 
eight cups of flour; cinnamon, cloves and 
allspice. 

Keeprxe Horer.—To keep honeyjall the 
year round, let it run through a fine sieve 
to separate it from all particles of wax,then 
boil it gently in an earthen veasel, skim oft 
the foam which gathers on top, and cool it 
In jars. After covering these tightly, stow’ 
them away in a cool cellar, 

Frenca Roxis.—One pint of potato 
sponge,that is,the same as mudder for light 
bread ; 8 tablespoontul of sugar, 1 table~ 
spoonful melted butter, 1 egg ; mix with 
flour to make a soft dough. When light, 
roll out in the shape of a saucer, and turn 
one half over on to the other. ~Let them 
rise again inthe pan. Bake in a quick 
oven, Of course there will be yeast in your 
sponge, 

Sorr GinagensReav.—Four eggs, 1 cup 
of Jard, 4 cups of flour, 1 cup of sour milk ; 
in which dissolve 1 teaspoonful of soda, 2 

tablespoontuls of ginger,2 cups of molasses, 
Mix the molasses, lard and ginger together 
first ; then beat ‘the eggs and add them, 
then the flour; last of all the sour milk and 
soda, Bake slowly in just a tolerably 
warm oven, as it burns very quickly if the 
oven is too hot. 


Muvrms ror Bueaxrast.—One pint of 
milk and water—one tablespoontul of melt» 
ed lard—one egg, little salt, half cupful of 
yeast, flour enough to make stiff batter, 
Set to rise over nigbt; in the morning bave 
the oven hot; let your muffins rise in a 
baking pan ; heat and greaso,\them ; half 
‘Ml them with n batter, Bake till a light 
brown. Some like them eplit open and 
buttered before sending to the table; break 
them open by hand asa knile will make 
them heavy. Thia quantity will make a 
breakfast for three or four persons. Double 
tbe quantity if you like. 

Wasurxa Frorp.—Five pounds of aal~ 
soda, one pound of borax, one half-pound 
of fresh unslacked lime, four ounces of 
liquid ammonia, Pour one gallon of boil- 
ing water upon the soda and borax ; when 
it is dissolyed and has cooled, add the am~ 
montis, Slack the lime in one gallon of 
bot water, and let it stand until entirely 
settled, when the clear fluid must] be care- 
fully poured off. Turn it upon the solution 
of soda and borax, and add to the mixture 
eight gallons of cold water. Put tho 
clothes to soak the night before washing- 
day, with six tablespoontuls of this fluid to 
a tubfall of clothea,

A Postal Unien. 


The London Daily News says that Prince 
Bismark is about to summon to Berlin an

3, That 
throughout the union newspapers, printed 
matter, patterns, etc., shall be conveyed at 
the rate of one penny for eyery two ounces, 
4, That to all countries not included in the 
Postal Union doyble the above rates shall be 
charged. 5, The uniform reglatratian fee 
for all parts of the world shall he two pence,

Notwithstanding the in- 
clement season of the year, the troops 
surmounted the difficulties of the march 
with energy and success, thus proving not 
Only their own discipline and endurance, 
but also the value of the route through our 
own territory. The accounts of the 
expenditure occasioned by this expedition 
will be laid before you, and you will be 
requested to pass a bill to indemnify the 
Government, 

A copy of the treaty made at Washing- 
ton last year between Her Majesty the 
Queen and the United Statesot America,on 
which the Duminion has so great an inter- 
est, will be laid before you. So much of 
the papers and of the completed correspon- 
dente as can be made public without injury 
to the interests of the Empire or of Canada 
will also be at once submitted for your 
information, and your attention will be 
invited to this important subject. 

A conference Was held’ at Ottawa in 
September last, on the subject of Immizra~ 
tion, at which the Government of the Do- 
minion, as well as those of the Provinces 
were represented. A scheme for joint and 
several action was provisionally arranged, 
to which IT invite yOur attention. [ do not 
doubt\that you will be inclined to make 
ample provisions for the encouragement of 
immigration with the maintenance and 
extension of which the development of the 
vast natural resyurces of Oanada is so 
vitally interwoven, 

Since last session the union of British Co- 
lumbia with Onnada has been happily con~ 
summated,and her representatives pow take 
part in your deliberations, In orderto open 
up and settle the fertile territories of the 
North West and to link British Columbia 
therewith, it will be necessary for you to 
make provisions for the construction of a 
railway to the Pacifjc ocean, in conformity 
with the terms of Her Majesty’s order in 

ouncil,uniting British Columbia with the 
Dominion. An appropriation was made 
in the last seasion'for the preliminary sur- 
vey ot the route for this railway ; the work 
has been diligently prosecuted,and a report 
of the progress achieved will be laid before 
you, 

You will, I trust, concur with me in 
thinking that the long contemplated im- 
provement aod extension of our system of 
canals ought to be vigorously prosecuted. 
The rapid increase in the trade of Canada, 
and the importance of competing for and 
accommodating the commerce of the great 
Weat, render it necessary that the means of 
transport by water should be cheapened 
and facilitated. I have to request your 
serious consideration of this aubject, and 
in connection with it the expediency of 
providing a direct water communication 
between the Gulf of St. 
Bay of Fandy. 

The decenpvial census having been taken

Amongst these, Mr, BLarn puts forth 
his claims in the invention which is the sub- 
ject of the present patent ; and he arrives at 
the desired result by constructing thy bodies 
of hate in such a manner as to frm ® thio 
space between the interlor surface and the 
eutside of the hat, at the part where the hat 
fits upon the head,such space communicsting 
by perforations with the interior of the har 
above, or round the upper part of the head. 
The cylindrical portion of the hat body is 
composed of plies or layers of woven material, 
stiffened by means of sbellac, or other suit— 
able preparation.

the innerthickness. By these means ap an- 
nular passage or alr space is formed between 
the lining and the outside of the hat; and 
the inner thickness being perforated above 
the level of the head, whilat the crown of the 
hat is perforated, a free passage is left for the 
air, so that the interior of the hat is kept 
constantly well ventilated. The essential 
feature of the invention is the formation of a 
thin or narrow sir space round the portion of 
the hat body which fita the head of tha 
wearer, this space communicating with the 
interior of the hat for the purpose of venti- 
lating it. 

We are well able to give an opinion upon 
this effective contrivance, for we have prec: 
tically tried it. In abont a couple of daya 
the Inner lining takes the exact shape of the 
head—there being no undne bearing upon 
any one part—whilst the coolness of the en- 
veloping part is very refreshing after the 
obduracy of the common hat.—Practical 
Mechanics’ Journal.

No man can attempt to derange the natural 
rolationa between capital and Jabor without 
himself sustaining some part of that injury 
which he thinks to inflict on capital alone. 
If men by atriking gain their point—and in 
nine cases out of ten they do not—they haye 
to remain out of work for weeks before they 
accomplish it, they acquire idle and disso- 
Jute habits, they become mere slayes of the 
union where they thought they would be 
masters, and may at any moment be order- 
dered on atrike lor the most frivolous of 
reasons, at the whim of their superior offie 
cers. The resistance of Toronto papers 
to union coercion ‘is, therefore, not merely 
the exhibition of a proper spirit against 
Aictation, but it is in the true interest of the 
printers themselves. As almost always 
bappens in these atrikes, the vital merits of 
the press are not appreciated hy the public. 
No one who has not stood out egsinst a 
stnke, and been driven to enquite into the 
nature and aims of the mysterious power 
which he was opposing, can understand the 
subject. The unions begin by 
asking for but little, Some imes it is not at 
all a matter of wages, They will insist that 
certain men not belonging to there body shall 
be discharged ; or that only so many ap- 
Prentices shall betaken oo ; or something 
else seemingly not of great importance, 
But when they once obtain that concession 
they feel that they have broken the epint 
of employers, and other and very serious 
demands are merely questions of time. In 
the Toronto strike the upion requires an 
advance in the price of composition, and a 
limitation of nine houra to weekly bands. 
The Toronto journals are the best judges 
whether they can afford to pay the increas 
ed wages and stand the loss in reduction of 
hours—we offer no opinion on that—but 
beyond these two matters in dispute lies

English Financial Statement. 


Mr. Lowe’s financial statement shows a 
inost prosperous fe of affairs. The esti. 
mated expenditure of the United Kingdom 
for the "year ending March 26th last was 
£72,736,000, the actual expenditure being 
£72,720,000. The estimated receipts were 
£72,815,000, while the aotual receipts 
were £74,525,000. The estimated expend - 
iture for the current year is £71,318,000, 
and according to Mr, Lowe's caloulation: 
the recefpts would be £74,915,000, so that 
there would be a surplus of £3,602,000, . In 
order to do away with this surplus, Mr 
Lowe proposes to remove the house tax on 
offices and business promises ; the duty on 
coffee and chicory is to be reduced trom 50 
to 25 percent., and the income tax reduced 
from 6d. to 4d, in the pound, while on inoomes 
of from $200 to £800 per annum the amount 
exempt from taxation is to be increased from 
£60 to £80. It isyery gratifying to notice 
the healthy condition of financial affairs at 
home. While in almost overy country in 
Europe the burden of taxation 18 being in- 
creased, in Great Britain it is being reduced, 
and yet so vast are the commercial resources 
ofthe people and so uninterrupted the pro- 
gress made mode, that in spite of reduced 
taxation there is almost a conatant increase 


in the receipts from oustoms, income tax, 
and other sources, Last year the Ous- 
toms were estimated to produce £20,- 
100,000 —they have actually produced 
£20,300,000. _ Excise was estimated at 
£22,420,000—the actual result was £23,- 
800,000. Stamps were- estimated at £8,- 
750,000— they haye actually produced 
£9,760,000. The income tax was eatimat- 
ed to produce £8,830,000—it has actually

In the Senate the Speaker took the chair 
at 3 p. m., immediately after which Senator 
Kaulback took the oath gnd his seat, 

After various notices of motion, and 
after Senator Bureau had stated that tha 
papers relating to the Washington Treaty 
would be laid before both Houses on tho 
same day, but which could not yet be 
named, Senator Girard moved the adoption 
of the reply to the Address, seconded by 
Senator Robinson, and after a short debate, 
1t was adopted, upon which the House 
adjourned at 4:30 until Tuesday, 


In the Commons, the Speaker took the 
chair at 3:40 p. m. Mr, Cumberland, the 
new member for Algoma, took the oath and 
his seat, being introduced by Sir John A. 
MoDonald and Sir Franojs Hincks. 


Mr, Nathan moved the reply to, the ad- 
dress, which was seconded’by Mr, Carter 
in a congratulatory speech of some length 

Mr. Mackenzie characterized the address 
as unsatisfactory from the paucity of-meas- 
ures of importance it foreshadowed, He 
accused the Goyernment of delaying the 
session for purposes of theirown, and the 
only point in which he agreed with the 
Governinent was their proposed Jegislation 
for the improvement of navigation, He 
referred to the late speeches of Megsra, 
Howe and McDougall, and made ;the most 
of them.

Ove difficulty of 
farming is the necessity of irrigation, the 
land being bigh plateaus, and the climate 
dry. Nevertheless in most seasons thie ia 
Hot a necessity. Thesoil is arich sandy 
loam, with a substratum of clay and con - 
siderable atretches of ‘bottom’ or interval 
lands, together with alluvial deposits, 
which are found usefolin the tillage of 
meydows. The quantity of land available 
to settlers is illimitable and apparently in - 
exhaustible. Land costs nothing beyond 
the trouble of pre-empting it; and the only 
farm yet sold in the tarming district was 
one of 160 acres, the only improvements 
on which were afence anda crop of 15 
acres, which brought $1,700. An improved 
farm of 100 acres, under ordinary circam- 
stances, will yield the farmer a clear yearly 
gain of $2,500. About $300 is ample 
capital to start.aman on a farm, The 
great difficulty experienced by farmers at 
present is the scarcity of labourers. Men 
are paid $40 to $60 a month and ‘found’ 
by the year. A great number of Indians 
&ré at present employed as laborers, and 
they aré teddy and indiistrious people. A 
good farm laborer can save sufficient in a 
year to enable him to commence on his 
own account. Many farm bands put their 
earnings into stock which are allowed to 
Tun with the employers’ herds. Stock 14 
being sold at 10 cts. per pound, * on foot, 
The quantity of lumber fit for manufac - 
turing purposes in the country is immense, 
being principally pine, fir, tamarao, cedar 
and cotton wood, There 1s no hardwood 
east of the Cascades, (On Victoria Island 
there is a quantity of oak, At Burrough 
Inlet large quantities of lumber are manu- 
tactured, and shipped to San Francisco, 
Australia, and Chios, butin the interior, 


markets, litte lumber is manufactured. 
Pines grow to six feet in diameter, and 
cedars to seven or cight feet io diameter, 
The pine, when sawed, makes beautifol 
lumber, and when the eastern markets are 
opened up by railway, will be the staple 
manufacture of the couatry, Mining is 
very extensively carried on. Gold is plen- 
tifal, and there ure large deposits of silver 
jo Galena. Nests of virgin silver have 
been found, and it is generally believed 
that silver mining will become the most 
profitable occupation in the country, Cop- 
per is found in large quantities, end tex 
huustible beds of coal await the pick-sxe 
and the opening of the railway. British 
Columbia has scenery rivalling that of the 
Yosemite valley, The route from the coast 
to the interior is by boat from New West- 
minster to Fraser River, 80 miles, chen up 
Fraser River to Yale, about 100 mitesjafier 
which there 1s & Waggon road skirung the 
Thompson River, and makibg 4 distance of 
480 miles to Cariboo,” The scenery slong 
these rivers is described as being most 
magnificent. The road 18 blasted along 
the side of the Cascade Mountains, being 
io mavy places along the edge of a perpin= 
dicular precipice of from 100 to 800 or 400 
feet down Lo the river, giving & view ofthe 
country mostsublime. At one pointun the 
Jackass River the rond overlooks a preci= 
pice 1,800 feet high, and ‘the prospect is 
believed to be among tho foest in tho 
world, The climate ia by no means sever, 
the thermometer last February rangiog 
from 25° to 60° above zero. The con- 
struction of the Canadian Pacific is looked 
‘on with much interest by British Colombia 
‘ay tho means of bringlog in population, 
atinulating tradé, creating a demand for 
produce, making o lumber market, and en- 
hancing the value of land, The route by 
Thompson's River, through Howe's Puss 
aod Kalmloop’s Station, traversing the 
Yule-Cootonay district is considered the 
Toronto Mail.

An Excoilent Fertilizer, 


As a top-dressing for fruit trees, vines, 
grain cropa or garden crops of any sort, on 
ground that has been somewhat exbunsted 
by cultivation, the preparation described 
below will be found very usetal. It would 
improve the mixture, however, to add to 
the mixture # peck of good newly slicked 
lime, which would bring the potash of the 
ashes to a caustic state, and enable it more 
speedily to soften and dissolve the bones, 
which, when lime is thus used, need not 
he necessary in the absence of quicklime,— 
With its use in this way, and with a 
sufficiency of good, unleached ashes, the 
bones, which have been merely cracked up 
with a bammer, may easily be softened. 
Take one barrel of pure finely ground bone, 
and mix with it a barrel of good wood 
asbes, and during the mixing add gradually 
three pailsfal of water, The heap may be 
made upon the floor of an outbuilding, or 
upon a barn Moor; and by the useof the 
hoe,the bones and ashes must be thoroughly 
blended together, The water added is 
just sufficient to liberate the caustic alkalicsy 
potash wod soda; and these re-act on the 
gelatine of the bone, dissolving the little 
atoms, forming a kind of soap, and fitting 
ittor plant aliment. Ir must be used in 
small quantities, or in about the same way 
as the so-called superphosphates. A barrel 
of this mixture is worth two ot any of the 
commercial fertilizers, and the cost will be 
about half as much. If the,bove meal and 
the asbes are very dry, four pailsful of 
water may be required, but care must be 
taken notto have it inconveniently moist. 
It may be ready for use in a week after it 
is made. Pure, raw, finely ground bone 
and tho best of ashes should be used.— 
Journal of Chemistry.

OUR OWN CORRE SPONDENT.) 


7 Panis, March 20, 
From to-day the Assembly will enjoya 
receas of three weeks. The Cabinet desired 
to postpone the bre aking up till thee ighth 
of April, and then to limit the vacation to 
8 fortnight, but was defeated; these checks 
Are emall—ought to have been avoidedjand 
illustrate that ministers are bad judges of 
the opinions of the deputies, and that it is 
the Assembly which possesses the monopo.- 
ly of sagacity. This three weeks run into 
the country will do the deputies much 
good ; they will be able tohave s chat 
with their constituents over the Projects 
now published for making every citizen a 
soldier and compelling every child to be 
instructed.

It 
would be a happy day for France it she 
would resign the sentimental role of teach- 
ing nations how to practically live; she 
Can still remain the grand initiatrics in 
science, literatare and art, and would lose 
nothing by paraphrasing the politeness of 
Fontenoy—it 18 for you, foreigaers,to com. 
mence first, the killingmining and petrolis 
zing of one another, France must be aware 
she cannot expect dissimilar people to 
follow Dr. Sangardo’s common plan ot 
treatment—bleeding and warm water for 
js|l patients, A little more knowledge dis- 
played by the French in understanding,and 
above all, in respecting the susceptibilities 
of other nations, would complete the 
amelioration of their character. 

The history of the first siege of Paris and 
the fall of the empire is being related in 
Assize Court, in the action taken by General 
Trochu against the Figaro, a newspaper 
which can bite as well ag laugh. In 1866 
Trocha wrote a remarkable book suggesting 
reforms in tha French army as necessary 
after the events of Sadowa, The Emperor 
pooh-poohed the work, as he did the reporta 
of Colonel Stoffel on the military organiza- 
tion of Prussia.

I find ta my own 
business that to encourage Is far more profit~ 
able than to scold, and I would recommend this 
policy to all the fault-fnders with the Grand 
Truok Railway.

Dominion Parliament, 


Frupay, April 20. 


In the House of Commons, after routine 
business, the public accounts, on motion of 
Sir Francis Hincks, were referred to the 
Committee on Public Accounts. The 
following bills were introduced and read a 
first time; Bill to incorporate the Bank of 
Hamilton—Mr, Magill; Bull to confirm the 
agreement between the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way Compauy and thednternational Bridge 
Company—Mr, Street; Bill to render 
members of the Local Legislature ineligible 
to sit or vote in the House ot Commons— 
Mr, Mills. 

Hon, Mr, Langevin presented the report 
of the Department of Public Works for 
1871, and Sir George Cartier presented the 
report on the State of the Militia for the 
same year, 

On motion of Sir John Macdonald the 
returns respecting the Marquette and Sel- 
kirk elections were referred to the com~ 
mittee on privileges and elections. 

Sir Francis Hincks gave notice that he 
would move the House into committee of 
supply on Tuesday. 


Hon, Mr, Holton asked for explanations 
as to the delay in calling the House to- 
gether, He suid that the papers brought 
down respecting the Washington Treaty 
did not confirm the statement that the de- 
Jny had been occasioned through the 
Treaty. He asked if there were other 
papers in the possession of the government. 
Sir John Macdonald, said a)l the papers 
had been brought down except such as 
were of a private and confidential nature, 
the publication of which at this time wonld 
be prejudicial to the interests of Canada 
and the Empire, 

Mr. Mackenzie said this statement was 
not satisfactory, 

Mr. Blake drew attention to the fact 
that there were two documents referred to 
in some of the despatches, but those docu- 
ments had not been brought down, 

Sir John Macdonald said one of the do- 
cuments was referred to in such a way as 
to make its production in full unnecessary, 
He promised to make enquiries as to the 
other, fe could not at present say 
whether or not the Government would 
bring down the despatch containing rea- 
sons for not calling Parliament together at 
an earlier day. 

On motion of Hon, Mr, Howe, the House 
then went into committee on the resolu- 
tions appropriating $45,000 per annum for 
five years for the purposes of the geologi- 
cal survey, After considerable discussion 
the resolution was adopted. 

Sir John Macdonald introduced a Bill to 
render the lIarceny of stamps criminal ; 
and a Bill to provide a uniform bond for 
public officials required to give security. 
On motion of Sir Francis Hincks the 
House went into committee on certain 
resolutions; the first relating to the surplus 
assets of the St. John’s Savings Bank; and 
the Northumberland and Durham Saying’s 
Bank; the second to exempt innocent en- 
dorsers of notes and bills of exchange from 
the penalities imposed for usury in New 
Brunswick ; and the third to provide that 
—respecting the issue of Dominion notes— 
the amount of any excess over nine million 
dollars may be held by the Receiyer-Gen- 
eral partly in specie and partly in deposits 
in chartered banks, After a lengthy dis 
cussion the resolutions were udopted, 

A resolution, introduced by Sir Francis 
Hincks, respecting the consolidation of the 
Acts respecting the public debt,was carried 
in committee, 

After several questions of minor impor- 
tance had been answered by members of the 
Government, the House adjourned at 9:85.

\he recent gold discoveries, Mr. Campbell 


“op with Mr. Moberly’s surveying 
Party last June, and has made a thorough 
xploration ot the country in the neighbor- 
hood of Fort Edmonton. ‘The fort is about 
three buodred miles cast of the 
Mountaing, anc 


Rocky 
1 over 1,000 west of Fort 
Garry. For about 50 miles wost, and 400 
miles east of Fort Edmonton, the country 
contains auriferous deposits, On the Sas- 
katchewan river for 450 miles, gold has 
been foundsin considerable quactities, and 
there have been several miners at work, 
making from $6 to $8 a day per band. 
The gold is generally in the shape of dust 
very few nuggets of any considerable size 
having been discovered. We have in our 
possession some specimens of gold amalgam 
which Mr. Campbell brought with him. 
The pay dirt is supposed to be almost un- 
limited in extent, as nearly every creek 
emptying into the Saskatchewan within the 
450 miles limit bas yielded satisfactory re 
sults to prospectors.’ No gold quartz has 
been struck; but as the color does not 
appear far beyond the fort, it is the opinion 
of Mr. Campbell that coarse gold and 
quartz will eventually be found in the 
neighborhood. The country is generally a 
level prairie and présents but few obstacles 
to mining operations, the river being suf 
fictently rapid for sJuicing and washing pur 
poses,, The country ulso appears’to be 
well adapted for farming purposes. The 
soil is rich, and samples. of wheat aod of 
cora of very superior quality were exbib« 
ited. Itis expected there will be a rush 
of miners to the Saskatchewan and Sheban- 
dowan next summer. The best route is via 
Collingwood. and Fort William, Mr, 
Campbell returns by the first steamer to 
follow up the important discoveries be bas 
madv.

Those who listened to the! de- 
bates which oceurréd A year ago on, the 
British Columbia resolution, must bave lbeon 
staggered with the coolness with which this 
statement was made by the leader of the 
opposition,’ ‘That the construction of ‘the 
Pacific Railway was one of the grounds of 
objection to the union of the Pacific Colony 
with the Confederated Provinces, is true, 
but it waa only one of the grounds. Every 
clause of the agreement was bitterly assnil< 
ed The financial terms wert déclared to 
be utterly, voreasonable and unfair to the 
other Provinces; the: representation clauses 
were declared to be unconstitutional ; aod 
besides these, the: character of the country 
waa attacked by Mt. Mackenzie himself, 
who described it in terms calculated to im- 
preas the House ‘with the belivf that what. 
ever might ‘be said of its acquisition ak a 
more gift, it was simply unworthy of uny 
sacrifice {to obtain it. No member of the 
House of Commons dwelt more pointedly

Jersey and Guernsey Cattie. 


As the interest in the race of cattle bred 
on those islands seems to be on the increase 
in this country, I will note some of the m- 
pressions formed of them during « fort- 
night's visit this summer, at the time of the 
Channel Islands Fair, held in Jersey. This 
fair, the first general one ever attempted, 
was very successful. The grounds were 
delightfully situated, commanding 8 fine 
view of the beautiful island and bay; the 
weuther was perfect, and the people turned 
outin great force. More than 800 animals 
were shown, besides a fine display of fruit, 
flowers, and sgnicultural produce. The 
Jersey cattle were the most numerous ; 
there were not more than 20 from Guernsey, 
and none from Alderney or the other small- 
erislands, The Jersey bulls, about 40 in 
number, were a very superior lot, and the 
young cows and beifers especially good. 
From conversation with farmers and others, 
I found the general idea of the derivation 
ot the Channel Island cattle to be that they 
came originally from France, trom the 
provinces of Brittany and Normandy. It 
was thought that years ago there may have 
been some intermixture of the cattle on the 
various islnods, but that for fifty years at 
least they have been kept quite distinct, 
At the present day there are strict Inws 
both in Jersey und Guerhsey forbidding 
the importation of their respective breeds, 
or any cattle that can be used for breeding 
purposes. 

In Guernsey the farmers ssem to have 
been satisfied with the quality of their 
avimals, and haye hardly paid attention 
they might in all cases to improving their 
form. In Jeracy, on the contrary, 80 much 
attention hasbeen given to beauty, high- 
solidi color, &c., that they 


bred appearance, 
vr of sacrificing to & 


seem to be in dan 
certain extent the richness and high color 


of the milk. 

In the quality and richness of milk, and 
its deep yellow © nlor, the Guernsey as & 
race seems to me superior, At the fairl 
saw no Jersey butter equal in color to 
specimens from Guersney exhibited there ; 
in fact, some of the Jersey batter wae arti- 
flovally colored, and all through the island 
of Guernsey, atthe f 
and at the hotel, the butter was of the first 
quality in color and flavor. 

Tho Jersey cattle are a amallerrace than 
the Guernecy, the latter baving generally 
large frames apd coarser bone, Thia te 
more marked in the bulls even than in the 
The Guernscys nro said to fatten 
quickly when theit usefulness ia over in tho 
cary, and to make silent beef, I can 
no reason. why crosses should not be 
made between the two bree da from selected 
animals to the improvement of both. The 
Jerseys would giyo tho bowutiful heads, 
level backa, &e., and the Guernsays would 
improve the size, the skin color and fatten. 
ing qualities, I saw somo Guernsey cows 
thatacemod to have all the desirable points 
of quality, size and beauty; some Jerseys 
also that left nothing to Jesired, except 
perhaps 8i%6, but T speak of the average 
types.

A telegram from Ottawa,April 24th,says 
“ The provisional directors ot the Ontario 
and Quebec Railway met this morning and 
opened stock books, Stock to the amount 
of $852,000 was at once taken up as follows: 
Sir Hugh Allan, $500,000; Andrew Allan, 
$100,000 ; Geo, Stephens, $50,000 ;Wm.Rae, 
$50,000 ; C. B. Foster, $100,000 ; H. Abbott, 
$50,000; B, Flint, $2,000, Ten per cent 
Was at once pald up, and the amount de- 
posited in the Merchants’ Bank. It was 
agreed between Sir Hugh Allan, represent- 
ing the stockholders, and the provisional 
directors, that Mr. Keefer’s line between 
Carleton Place and Peterboro' would be 
taken; that the survey would be com- 
menced within two months and prosecuted 
with vigor, and that the work of construc- 
tion ahall be commenced at the earliest 
poesible moment, The guage is to be 4 
feet 8} inches from Ottawa to Toronto. 
Members representing districts to be crossed 
by the line are enthuiastic over the propo- 
sal of its construction, and say the munici- 
palities will yote liberal bonuses, The 
Government of Ontario have also promised 
to materially assist it.”

Having done what could in connection 
with othera to secure a road from Belleville 
to Georgian Bay for the benofit of the Town 
generally, as also @ road from Carleton Place 
through Elzovir, Madoc and Marmora, in 
order to give a Becond front to our county, 
I now desire to see what can be done to push 
a road from Belleville via the valley of the 
Molra and Scootomatta, to run through the 
back townships, striking the Hastings Road 
at York River and then on to the Ottawa. 
In order te do this it is my intention,as soon 
ag the state of the ground will permit,to havo 
a line explored from Bridgewater North and 
North-westerly, ia order to sacertain the 
practicability of a route through that part of 
the backcountry. It might be well for other 
lines to be explored, but that must be left to 
other hands, as the line I propose I believe 
to be one upon which a Railway can be built, 

If we can get this line of road, and I sve 
no reason why we should not get it, Belle- 
ville must become a place of great import 
ance, Now who will help, and who 
will throw cold water on tho project, we will 
neo by and by.

Dr. Horstius Homar, of Edin- 
burgh, writes: * I am confident that this 
will be to you and your work as life from 
the dead. It will awaken a thousand 
sympathies, and open a thousand purses 
and hearts, so that your latter end will be 
far greater than your beginning, both in 
Canada and Scotland, England too, you 
will be made known, and the cause will 
prosper. We need to be laid low before 
we cao be built up.” And so it bas abun- 
dantly proved in this case; wherever I 
go I tind the chord of sympathy has been 
touched, and that which humanly speak- 
ing would have, taken years to ac- 
complish, has been already done, Truly 
He otten sends His best. bleasings in dis- 
guise, You will. rejoice with me in the 
farther enlargement of the work during the 
winter, Our city and country training 
homes haye been full, and our further need 
of a girl’s training home has been fally met 
by kind friends, so that we have now in 
training for Canada over fifty girls, many 
of them bright, clever little ones, fitted to 
brighten and cheer many o Canadian 
homestead, Last falla lady attending a 
similar lady’s meeting in Montreal, became 
interested. On returning to her country 
home she collected the children, making 
clothes for our little ones, then writing to 
Miss Bilbrough for information, sho sent 
donations of money and clothing in the 
spring. Her interest increased, we visited 
her at her brother’s, C, Dunbrio,Esq,, E. T., 
and finally she returned last fall with me 
for six month’s work among our masses, 
This has opened her heart, and the heart of 
many others, and a new home is now being 
formed in the Eastern Townships, so that 
now children placed in that locality will 
bo carefully watched over and trained. In 
a printed lonflet written and circulated by 
fnenda, the following practical hints are 
given: 

“Firat—Woe oan aid by welcoming these 
young strangera to our shore, by speaking 
the kind word of encouragement or warn~- 
ing, watching over the good seed which 
has been sown in their young, hearts threo 
thousand miles away, thus helpiog them, 
ns far asin us lies, to become asoful and 
honored men and women, 

“ Secondly —We can aid in preparing the 
clothes to be provided for them, Bach 
child costs the mission ten pounds for 
passage money and the needed ourit, irre~ 
»pective of any previous expense. If wo 
assist in providing tho clothing, so mach 
cure will be takon from the Home Mission. 
This can be dono by forming sdcieties for 
work, Any garments for boys or girls from 
the agoa of threo to fifteen will be most 
thankfully received, and these friends are 
requested to communicate With us, #0 that 
wo may furniah thom with interesting tat 
ter relative to the work to read aloud to 
tho workora, 
© Thirdly—We can aid by contributing 
towarde tho purcbaso,furnishing and main~ 
taining the Knowlton Home, Surely it ts 
only right that wo ia Lower Oanada, who 
are to receive the benetit of this incroase of 


labor and population, should oontribate 
liberally towarde its maintenance.”

The Militia Returns. 


The report upon the state of the Militia 
of Canada, submitted to the House of Com- 
a day or two ago, gives a large number of 
details respecting the defensive force of the 
countty. The reserve militia of the Domin- 
ion numbers nearly 700,000 fighting men 
liable for inilitary service, being an increase 
of 87,942 men since the first enrolement 


under the present law two years ago. The 
strength of the active militia force on the 
Blet Deo,, last, including all ranks, was 
43,174 officera and men, Of this number 
34,414 haye performed annnal drill for the 
year 1871, and of these 22,544 officers and 
men, with 1,196 horses, were assembled at 
cainp exercise for 10 days, where they were 
drilled, paid, supplied and maintained as if 
on active service in time of war, 6,210 
officers and men with $19 [horses were in 
camps, which were in operation for eight 
days, 1,189 cavalry and the whole fleld 
artillery (10 batteries and 42 fleld guns) 
performed drill in the different camps of 
exercise,

The Late Robert Ritchie, 


This venerable old man, who was known 
to mostof the older inhabitants of this 
city and neighborhood, has gone to his rest. 
He breathed his last on Monday, the 22nd 
inst., at the family residence, Belleville, at 
the advanced age of 87 years. Mr. Rircure 
came to this place, then Bytown, about 38 
years ago, the ceatral portion of the Par- 
hament Buildings now marking the site of 
his former residence, where, he lived for 
over a quarter of ucentury. Hecame out 
to Canada in connexion with the Imperial 
service ; and having received an appoint- 
ment here in charge of the military stores, 
he retained this position until Ottawa 
ceased to be maiutained ag an Ordnance 
Depot. He then resigned his connection 
with the service, and went to livein Belle- 
ville,whither part of the family had already 
removed. 

Many eventful scenes had he witnessed 
during his long life,some of them of a most 
stirring character. He accompanied the 
forces sent out to assist the Spanish patriots 
against Napoleon in 1808,as Sergeant in the 
Royal Artillery,and was present at the cele 
brated retreat of Corunna, Being but 
about ten or fifteen yards from Sir Joun 
Moons, when he fell, he witnessed that 
event, saddening to the heart of the British 
brave, of their renowned general being 
carried off mortally wounded, and that at 
a most critical juncturo, Sharing io the 
great privations which the remnant of the 
army afterwards underwent, he returned 
with it to Eogland. In 1814 he had again 
taken ship for the continent, under Wrr- 
LINGTON, when he was unexpectedly re- 
called, much to bis disappointment, for had 
he gone he would have been at * that 
world’s earthquake, Waterloo,” Suabse- 
quently he was placed in charge for several 
years of Tillbury Fort, and afterwards ap 
pointed librarian in the military library at 
Woolwich, whence, on account of tailing 
health, beiug advised to go abroad, be had 
his name placed on the Colonial list, and 
came to Canada as above recorded, Thns

The Figaro is repaid by the increased 
notoriety it reaps from the trial.

Indeed to appreciate the finding 
one would require the subtilty of intellect 
that the jury shared in common, or rather 
the rough and ready equity that decided 
boub sides were in the wrong. Brother 
Peachum, brother Peachum ! 


Trochu has not been absolved nor even 
white.wasbed, but the prejadices enter- 
tained against him are diminished, and the 
impression created that he had some 
grounds of defense. His exmplary prix 
vate character has stood to him, and above 
all the fact, that although a very poor man, 
and having won his promotion at the can- 
non’s mouth, he has adopted and educated 
the eleven orphan cbildreo of hia brother. 
His hands are as clean trom touching the 
public money us Gambetta ; yet satisfaction 
does not exist that he bas confounded his 
Philistines The court of appeal is now 
history; time will supply the missing links 
that interest, policy, or forgettulness held 
back from the Tribunal. We want more 
ligbt as to Trocha’s condact, after being 
appointed Governor of Paris by the Emper 
or at Chalons, why he omitted bis ex-Ma- 
jeaty’s name from his first proclamation to 
the Parisians,—the sketch of which he made 
woeo railing for the capital. Why did he 
bring back the city mobiles, when every man 
was required to aid Bazaine or Macmalion ¢ 
His promises towards the Empress to dio 
for her appears to bave been used in a 
metaphorical sense, He did nothing to 
sustain her throne, or to secure ber flight. 
He left undone those things which he ought 
to have done, He had more than a floger 
in the shifting politics of the time; he 
speculated like Frenchd an Spanish generals 
on becoming & Napoleon ora Prim. The 
useless carnage at Boacnval iss true bill 
against him, It may do for doctors, but 
not for soldiers to quote the maxim “while 
there is life there is bope.” Trochu claims 
merit for having. so well completed th 
defences of Paris, his fortifying the city 
was worse tban a blunder. He was no 
stranger to Pruasian tactics and artillery, 
be wrote book about them, but he forgot 
that the Germans are a patient, waiting 
race, who know starvation to be more 
powertul than shells to reduce a city, he 
was aware that with their long range guns 
the invaders had no necessity to approach 
the city walls, thoy planted their batteries 
on the heights that Trochu should have 
armed in August, and protected with 
eirthen works. Todelbein did all this 
betore bis eyes inthe Crimea. Asa second 
lino of detonee the ramparts of Paris had 
some interest, Trochu had no plan to 
protect the capital, deprived of external 
relief he recognized it must fall, and the

Sections 20 is a very heavy section, in- 
cluding bridges over a branch of the Mira- 
michi river. These bridges were original- 
ly intended to consist of eleven spans of 
two hundred teet each. Serious difficul- 
ties after the contract was let were encouny 
tered in the foundation, it appearing. that 
what was supposed to be rock was a stra- 
tum of graveland hard earth of varying 
thickness and with an intermediate quanti- 
ty ofsand and clay between it and the rock. 
Careful examinations haye been made into 
this question,anda plan has ut length 
been adopted which the Chief Engineer be- 
lieves will overcome the difficulties which 
have been found to exist. The number of 
spans has been increased by one extra span 
ot 200 feet, making the total length of the 
iron bridging in the two bridges of the 
river, 2,400 feet. Tho delay which has 
taken place owing to the question of found- 
ations bas necessitated an extension of time 
to the contractors, It will take the whole 
of the present and next years to complete 
the work on these bridges, The increased 
cost of the extra span iron, and the increas. 
ed payment for the piers will be about 
$45,000. 


Section 13 isa very difficult section, but 
the progress has been satisfactory. There 
will probably be required some special 
arrangements in two heavy rock cuttings to 
insure completion, so as to have. the track 
laid over the sectiun before the close of 
next year, 

On sections 17 and 18 there is great diffi- 
culty in getting labour; but the work is not 
ofa heavy nature, and there is no great 
necessity for unduly hurrying their comple- 
tion. 

On section 19 there is great difficulty in 
procuring suitable stone for the bridge 
over the Restigouche River, which is on 
this section. The remainder of the wurh; 
has made satisfactory progress, and will be 
completed before the bridge is finished. 


Section 12 contains vbry heavy work, 
which has been vigorously prosecuted, 
The great bulk of the masonry has been 
completed. 


This carries the line to Truro, where a 
junction is affected with the existing rail- 
way from Pictou to Halifax, Nearly 4,000 
tons of rails required between Amherst mod 
Troro have been landed at St, John and 
Halifax, and the remainder required to 
complete the line betweon thews two places 
is arriving from England, 


The Commissioners confidently anticipate 
the completion by the end of the year of 
the following lengths of the Intercolonial, 
all of whioh wall be in first class condition 
to carry traflic:—Rivere du Loup to the 
Motapedia road, 864 miles; Passaic Junc

The Commissioners give fall details of
